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Detailed Action 

Response to Amendment 

Claims 1-18 are pending. This action is in response to the amendment received 
May 5, 2005. 

Response to Arguments 

The rejection of claims 1-18 under 35 U.S.C. 102(r) as being unpatentable over 
Rantanen (US 6,685,562) is maintained. 

Applicant's arguments filed May 5, 2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

In response to the arguments concerning the previously rejected claims the 
following comments are made: 

A. ) In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features 
of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., a 
web site server which connects in turn to a transaction server which in turn connects to 
the state lottery system) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are 
interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into 
the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

B. ) Applicant alleges that the prior art made of record fails to teach internet web site. 
The examiner disagrees with applicant's representative since Rantanen teaches 
internet web site (col. 13. line 40 to col. 14. line 37: fias. 15-16) . In other words, 
Rantanen teaches internet web site in figures 1 5-1 6 of element 1 501 . An internet is the 
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worldwide collection of networks and gateway that use the TCP/IP suite of protocols to 
communicate with one another. At the heart of the Internet is a backbone of high-speed 
data communication lines between major nodes or host computers, consisting of 
thousands of commercial, government, educational, and other computer systems, that 
route data and messages. One or more Internet nodes can go off line without 
endangering the Internet as a whole or causing communications on the Internet to stop, 
because no single computer or network control it. The Internet offers a range of 
services to users, such as FTP, e-mail, the World Wide Web, Usenet news, Gopher, 
telnet, and others. 

C.) Re claims 13-18, Rantanen teaches the method as claimed in claims 1,6, and 7. 
Therefore the rationale applied in the rejection of claims 1 , 6, and 7 applies herein. 

With regards to the claims rejected as anticipated over Rantanen, the examiner 
would like to point out that the reference teaches the claimed limitations and thus 
provides adequate support for the claimed limitations. Therefore, the examiner 
maintains that Rantanen anticipated the claimed limitations.
